expected to show that the normals 
are confronted with a crisis.

The business committee has a report 


showing that with but $1.300.000 avail, 
able for operation during the coming 
year, the institutions face a shortage 
Of $1.088.000 needed for operation, ca- 
pital, and maintenance, on the basis of 
planned efficiency. 


This is expected according to board 


members, to bring forward a state- 
"ment indicating that three courses are 
open _to the. normals: either to have a 
special session ' of the legislature to 
grant added funds, to ask relief from 
the emergency board, or to closedown 
the institutions, some time next May.

We are not doing this, Hobbs main 


tains. 
We have 
traffic 
officers 
at 


crossings — "who temporarily block 
traffic, making it move on waves luce 
a many-footed 
caterpillar on a still 


summer's day.' We 
have 
buttons 


b'umpers or mushrooms which can 
easily be stradled by reckless drivers. 
And there are dummy policemen and 
all sorts of stanchions to guide motor 
traffic. 


But they do not prevent accidents 


to pedestrians! Neither docs moral su 
asion, or any sort of education, de< 
Clares Hobbs. 


PHYSICAL PREVENTION 


"The general 
principle to be ob 


served in the protection of the pedeS' 
trian is physical prevention, rather 
than moral suasion," he says. "We 
will really get nowhere until street 
crossings are equipped with honest-to- 
goodness physical safety appliances. 
And we ought not to be afraid to ex- 
periment a little." 


In trying to decide on an efficient 


system for controlling traffic. Hobbs 
considers two methods. One is what 
he calls the gyratory system, by which 
the traffic, swings about a central piv. 
ot or circular park. 
"It enters the 


procession and loaves it and does not 
cross immediately." he explains. 


But there's a. serious objection to 


this plan. 


"The traffic keeps moving, which is 


good for the traffic, but not so good 
for the pedestrian. The gyratory sys- 
t"m also requires elbow room, which 
can ill be spared in a big business sec- 
tion." 


The other plan for traffic control 


rnd greater safety, ss the erection of 
barriers in the middle o' the streets 
at the four points of the cross roads. 


But these barriers must be "of suffi- 


cient width to insure stability, height 
to prevent straddling and lowness_to 
pi event concealment 'of small objects 
£uch as children." 


NARROW STREETS 


Also, shaped long- and rather hign, 


their contour prevents a direct and 
instructive crash. And, most impor- 
'tant, "they .give a less confusing line 
of traffic and afford safety to pedestri- 
ans half-way across the street." 


Such barriers would practically di 


\ide a wide road into two narrow 
streets. And the narrow street, ar- 
gues Hobbs. is the safest. 


"An experienced traffic officer will 


t«ll you that, generally speaking, few. 
(•r accidents accur on narrow streets 
than on broad ones. 
The reason is 


that automobile traffic is flexible. An 
automobile can circle around a street 
far, cut across, move in and out. per- 
form all sorts of exciting contortions 
on a wide street. 


"Where there isn't room for it to 


perform, you have some idea where it 
is going, and can keep out of its way. 
i'ou know where its 'way* is going to 
be. There is some certainty about its 
direction."

University Of Wisconsin Expert 


Advises On Proper Sum- 


mer Feeding 


Feed your hens all' the mash they 


can eat if you want them to lay eggs 
this summer, Duncan H. Reid of the 
poultry department of the University 
of Wisconsin is advising poultry rais- 
ers fn the s>tate. Mr. Reid isn't re- 
ferring to moonshine mash, but to a 
wheat middlings, scrap and salt. 


During the spring months. Mr. Reid 


says the wet ground and grass arc full 
of insects which provide plenty of ani- 
mal feed for the hens, but when sum- 
mer comes the Insects disappear and 
this lack of animal food must be sup- 
plied through the mash. 


A good "ration 
recommended by 


Mr. Reid consists of 100 pounds of 
ground corn, 100 pounds of ground 
pats. 100 pounds of wheat bran, 100 
of meat scrap, and 5 pounds of salt. 
When milk is fed with the mash the 
meat scrap should be cut in half. 


"A hen should" receive two ounces 


of grain a day and all the mash she 
can cat," says Mr. Reid. "The grain 
ration should consist of corn supple- 
mented with 25 per cent wheat and 
oats. This is contrary to the general 
belief that 
corn furnishes too much 


licat. Tests have shown that the best 
results are obtained when this ration 
is used. The grain should be fed a lit- 
tle in the morning and heavy at night. 
The mash should he changed at least 
once a week. A lack of oyster shell 
during the summer months will cut 
egg production in half. Green feed, 
such as clover, when mixed with the 
mash, has a decided advantage even if 
the green feed is 
growing in 
the 


yard.'*

Announcement Saturday that the de- 


partment of internal revenue will no long- 
er require the formality of a permit 
from housewives engaged, in the making 
of cider and non-intoxicating fruit juic- 
es concludes -with & list of exceptions. 
Dandelions, dried fruits and rhubarb are 
expressly prohibited as ingredients.

No less an authority than .Clarence 


True "VTilson. D. D.. general secretary of 
the Temperance society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, argued for prohibition 
and helped obtain it on the ground, 


- among others, that it'- would not disturb 


the householder in his private manufac- 
tare. His "Dry or Die,'* a book much 
quoted both before and after the Vol- 
stead act, declares on pages 55 and 56: 


Prohibition deals with the traSSe ia liquor. It 


says that ons shall not sell, or make for sale, 
not that one shall not make it for himself and 
use it himself. 
Under prohibition law, any 


on« has the right to set up a little kitchen dis- 
tillery and make his own whisky as he bakes 
his own bread. The personal right \t undis- 
puted. The right of traffic alone is interfered 
with. If it were the business of the- govern- 
ment to prevent a man's injuring himself then 
it might prevent a man from even drinking 
liquor. But that is not the business of gov- 
ernment. 
Its business is. to keep each man 


from injuring others. Its provinces 
may b* 


larger than thai: but it certainly is that large. 


The whole argument for prohibition rests. 


therefore, on this basis—that the, liquor traffic 
is a public menace, a public nuisance, a public 
curs*, "it forbids, therefore, the public act of 


. traffic, not dealing with private appetites and 


personal habits. The opening of saloons is a 
public act which a/fects everybody, and tho 
right only comes by the consent of the majority. 


In the campaign for prohibition this 


•was the attitude not only of temperance 
leaders in general but of the Anti-Saloon 
league. It -would be interesting to know 
•why the dry forces moved from this 
ground at the time of the prohibition law 
enactment, and went so far beyond their 
campaign stand as to include private man- 
•ufacture of home-consumption liquor un- 
der its restrictions. It would be instruc- 
tive to discover where Dr. "Wilson and 
the great Methodist church would be 
found on this question today. 


"While it cannot be denied that under 


the law home brewing and fermentation 
for the home table can be aad are treated 
as misdemeanor, thousands of housewives 
and reputable citizens by continuing in 
this misdemeanor are proving that the 
"indisputable personal right" mentioned 
by Dr. Wilson is generally considered not 
only indisputable but inalienabl*.

President Harding so far has failed to 


utilize the flexible provisions to bring 
some of the swag tariffs down to a fair 
protective ratio. 
Powerful 
interests 


stand in the way of this move of decency 
and patriotism. But'as the country be- 
comes aware that the present tariff un- 
less corrected will stand for many years, 
the public pressure will exceed the pri- 
vate and' secret influence. The Farm Bu- 
reau federation is persistently demanding 
relief. If the political trend continues as 
in Minnesota, the president and the next 
congress will have to leave the monopoly- 
builders to their self-created fate.

INSOLATION IS VEXATION 


Sunburn, freckles and Un are popularly and pro- 


perly associated with healthfulneps, for they arc in- 
deed decorations conferred by nature for conspicu- 
ous epunk in these nambypanby days. Sunlfght not 
only cures several grave diseases but stimulates the 
manufacture of blood corpuscles, improves mctabol- 
jsm" and chases the willies. The latest discovery or 
rediscovery is that sunlight cures rickets In babies. 
It is now well known that sunlight cures various 
forms of tuberculosis, especially in children 
A 


certain amount of sunburn, freckles or tan is good 
for everybody. 
Persons unaccustomed to exposure should grad- 


ually accustom the skin to the direct sunlight, to 
avoid excessive sunburn, and acquire a protective 
coat of tan. The first day two or three exposures 
of not more than five minutes, duration the second 
10 minute exposures, the third day 15 minute expos- 
ures, and so on. will usually prove safe. When ex- 
posure is overdone or unduly prolonged at first. 
the sunburn may be relieved by any of the popular 
skin lotions such as almond emulsion, calarem lo- 
tion or a cream made of lanolin onepart. zinc 
oxide ointment two parts and rose water three parts 
A severe sunburn may be treated with wet gauze 
dressings of boric acid solution (as much bone acid 
as the water will dissolve). 


Sunburn is caused not by the heat of the sun but 


by the actinic (chemical, invisible, ultra violet) rays. 
The skin blisters m severe sunburn, but deep ul- 
ceratlon does not occur unless through infection 
from the use of unclean remedies or unclean hand- 
ling. It is wise for one about to undergo prolonged 
exposure to strong sunlight as in mountain climb- 
in«r or rowing or sailing, to protect the exposed skin 
with a. thick coat of zmc ointment, grease paint or 
talcum. 
Freckles are fond of the young and the fair, and 


once achieved a crop remains indefinitely, though 
many youngsters blessed with'a fine array of freck- 
les in their teens seem to lose the freckles about the 
time they lose the secret of blushing, which is early 
nowadays. 
Exposure to sunlight exaggerates the 


pigmentation, but the freckles remain through the 
winter though only fairly apparent.

remove freckles unless it peels the skin: even at that 
severe cost the freckles usually show up again, 
bright and cheerful, when the skin 'is fully healed.

' Find Minerals 


An old prospector onco said, "Go, 


until you fled a country that has lots 
of rocks of different kinds and colors; 
then start Jn looking for minerals." 


This Js really what It amounts to, 


but you have a better chance if you 
dig into various books on geology 
and mineralogy and find out what 
the different kinds of rock look like 
and of what. they are composed, as 
well as under what conditions they 
were formed. Then if you'll consent 
to work a while Jn a mine tp find out 
how to work rock, you'll have a fair 
equipment for a prospccting-trip. 


Certain minerals are associated with 


certain kinds of rock. For example, 
coal is associated always with aqueous 
or sedimentary rocks: gold is 
com- 


monly found in quartz or spar fillings 
of veins, although' there 
is really 


hardly a variety of rock known in 
which gold has not been found. 


In tho La Plata Mountains, south- 


eastern Colorado, I have seen gold 
bedded in the common red sandstone 
—caused by an intruding body of 
igneous rock and infiltration when the 
rock was formed. In Alaska 1 .have 
seen rich gold permeating common 
slate for the same reason. I've seen 
native copper running through clay 
in sheets. 


The aunferoug gravels of California 


are sometimes buried 1,500 feet" deep 
under lava rocks and must be mined 
like metal or coal deposits, although 
they are in reality placer deposits. I 
have recently heard of an 
oil-well 


drilling-rig in "Wyoming tht has run 
through gold-bearing rock strata in 
the sedimentary s>haJes. 


The metals mostly found in 
the 


limestones are lead and zinc; in a 
hornblende formation look for chrome 
iron, gold, silver, copper, 
asbestos, 


soapstone. etc*; in granite look for 
gold, silver, tin. molybdenum, 
etc.: 


in shale you may expect coal, gyp- 
sum, rock-salt, fire-clay, 
etc. 
The 


volcanic regions have precious fcems, 
sulfur and many rare metals besides 
gold and silver. Ancient lake-beds in 
the desert countries are natural > de- 
positories for the soluable minerals 
like niter, borax, soda, etc.

The crystalline 
rocks are most 


favorable for ore deposits, and con- 
tacts of sedimentary with 
volcanic 


rocks make conditions which are also 
favorable. 
Other good 
indications 


are intrusive volcanic 
rocks that 


have tipped the formation toward a 
vertical position; the 
presence of 


porphyry rocks in or near a vein; or 
an iron capping gossan at the vein 
outcrop. 


The quartz-porphyries are common- 


ly associated with deposits of copper.

Camp Sites For Tourists 


Are An Evil 


At frequent intervals in the latt 


lew months, protest has been made 
in various parts of the 
country 


against "free tourist camps" main- 
tained Ijy municipalities for the con- 
venience of automobile tourists. Com- 
plaints against them have been var- 
ied, but there is quite a general agree- 
ment among opponents of the camps 
that they are an unnecessary ex- 
pense to municipalities that maintain 
them. 


The protests are directed against 


enroute camps, like tho 6ne main- 
.tained at 
Alicfa, 
park 
here, not 


against "terminal" camps such as are 
found at mountain and lake resorts. 


One of the latest denunciations of 


tourist camps was made^by Earl C. 
Elliot, city manager at Wichita. Kan., 
in a paper read before the City J.|an- 
agers association meeting in Kansas 
City. 


"In order that the increasing flock 


of automobile" tourists^may (be at- 
tracted to a particular scenic spot or 
mountain or' lak«> resort, very pro- 
gressive and shrewd promoters, both 
civic and private. Conceived the idea 
of providing camping grounds for 
their entertainment." Mr. BIJiot said. 
"These camping grounds appealed to 
the tourists, and they began to d 
cuss the efficacy oC tourist camps en 
route. These matters were called to 
the attention to the various chambers 
of commerce throughout the Coventry, 
by automobile clubs,, automobile deal- 
ers, etc., and the "Chambers of com 
merce in turn brought pressure to 
bear upon the municipal government 
with the result that many resting 
spots were provided for these "birds 
of passage." 


Wichita, like most other cities, es 


tablished a tourist camp. 
But we 


find that the institution has only 
added another, problem. 
I hive be 


com* thoroughly convinced that there 
is a serious question as to the de 
slrability of such 3 place in a com. 
munity, and have definitely Concluded 
in my own mind that the mainten 
ance of such an institution is not a 
proper municipal function. 


I cannot see the equity of taxing 


the general public for the establish 
ttent 
and maintenance of a 
free 


lodging place for those who visit our 
cities by automobile. 
It is just as 


reasonable to expect us to take care 
of visitors who arrive by trains and 
trolleys. 
"The municipality and the public at 


large,derive comparatively no bene- 
fit from a tourist camp. I will con- 
cede that these tourists buy gasoline, 
tires, a few groceries, and perhaps 
some other very necessary articles, 
but a, person who ii> touring the coun- 
try is not on a shopping~expedit(on 
and has no intention of making pur. 
chases that are not essential for the 
task in hand. It may be that a well- 
established tourist camp reflects a 


.small amount of credit upon the mu- 
.nicipality, but the amount of adver- 
tising that such an institutlon^gives 
is negligible and one which is not 
worth even a very small amount of 
money to the general taxpayer. If 
anyone benefits from 
the 
tourist 


camp, it is a very small group of re- 
tail merchants, and if a camp is 
maintained, it should be maintained 
by the chamber of'commerce in the 
locality, through its retail division. 
* "Doubtless I lack experience, but I 
have no hesitancy in saying that I 
have never heard of' a good tourist 
camp- That is to say. I never have 
heard of a tourist camp fulfilling the 
dream of its promoters, of arresting 
place for the weaiy. interested and 
innocir.t pilgrim -^ho comes knocking 
at our gates desiring to enter and 
pass through. 


"We find that very few of the bona- 


flde tourists stop at our tourist 
camps. They rather prefer to camp 
along the road or to stop at hotels. 
where they may have an opportunity 
to rest and' to make a" satisfactory 
toilet. • 


"On the otljer hand, it has been our 


experience, and tho experience of oth- 
ers with whom I have talked, that 
the tourist camp has developed into 
a "haven of roost" for the automo- 
bile tramp, and f«r the "boomec-" who 
travels through the country living off 
the community where he happens te 
find himself, and depending upon his 
•wits and light flnrers to keep Win in 
gasoline and food. Shelter he need 
not concern himself over, because he 
finds that provided by a benex-olent 
and generous municipality. The cases 
of poverty and delinquency that we 
find in our tourist camps are appall- 
ing. 6ur experience is that many of 
the folks, .who ligrht in our camp are

On Size Of Fish Called 


"Bonehead" Legislation 


Catlin Condemns Change In 


Law Which Makes It Possi- 
ble To Retain Game Fish 0 
Any Kind 


.The indignation of many fishermen 


was voiced by Attorney Mark Catlin 
former president i,t Wisconsin (Sa 
Protecthe association, on Tues^aj 
against the now state law which has 
done away with the. legal size restrlc 
tion of fish which may be caught 
when he said that the law was tho 
biggest piece of "bonehftad" 
game 


legislation that' had been passed du.r 
ing the last 15 years 
Mr. Catlin said 


that with thousands of tourists, com 
ing into Wisconsin for fishing trip* 
which are plainly "meat hunts" rath 
er than sportsmen's trips, it will no 
take long for the entire lake regions 
of the state to be devastated. 


"In one laHe of which I learned re 


sently," said Mr. Catlin, "the ratio 
of undersized fish which were pullec 
out was only 32 of the former lega 
requirements to a total of 330. A good 
sportsman who knows what depleting 
the lake supplies means will return 
the small fish to the lake, but a man 
who is out to get fish just for the 
sake of food will hang onto anything 
These tourists, many of them, do no 
know one fish froih another and with 
the laws leaving no size regulation 
there is a great danger to our fishing 
sport." 


SPORTSMEN CAN HELP 


Mr. Catlin said that there is onlj 


|one remedy which the sportsmen 
themselves can enforce. That is to 
make it a rule to live up to the for 
mer legal requirements and spreac 
propaganda among others to do the 
same thing- He said that it was to 
the business' interest of every resort 
keeper* to put up a sign in his place 
telling his guests that he would not 
stand for small fish being taken from 
the lakes while the fishers stopped at 
his resort. He said that unless there 
Is a check somewhere, the 
resori 


keepers will soon have to go out of 
business because the fish have been 
taken from their lakes. 


IMPOUND MUSKBE' 


The fishermdn ca-"> tell many stories 


of what is happening since the size 
law has been changed. He told of a 
tourist shipping a muskellunge which 
Weighed a pound and a half to a 
friend in Milwaukee. Under the for 
mer law. it was unlawful to take anj 
"muskie" weighing less than ten 
pounds from the water. The law for 
merly required that a man was en 
titled to 25 trout of lawful size, but 
now it requires a man to take the 
first 25. A dreadful waste is the re 
suit because if the fishing is good 
the unscrupulous flphers will take the 
small ones and dump them in the 
orusH, while under the former law 
t^he small fish would be returned at 
once to the water. 


"PApple coming in Wisconsn do nol 


care whether our lakes are depleted 
or not," said Mr. Catlin." "If our 
legislature passes laws which are not 
intelligent enough-'to save ouf fish, 
why should they care. It is up to the 
sportsmen who <K> care to see that 
there is enough sentiment'to stop the 
destruction."

thickened with bran and access to 
clover pasture. • When dairy cattle 
are maintained without hogs and no 
bran is used the soil m time is apt 
to become so depleted that it will not 
produce* sufficient feed for the us- 
ual number of cattle without the use 
of commercial fertilizer." 


On his farpi of SO,acres. Mr. Dier-

FAVOR SWEET CORN 


As a, result of experimenting Mr. 


Diermeier says sweet corn is a more 
productive feed for the dairy cow than 
field corn. 
On account of this su- 


periority he IR. raising several acres 
of sweet corn this season. He plant- 
,ed the sweet corn on June 9 and it 
noxv stands five feet high. It is as 
level on top as a floo-, is a good color 
and looks exceedingly thrifty. 


The reason Mr. Diermeier planted 


his corn so late was that the field se- 
lected was a mat of quack grass and 
he was working to destroy the quack 
.before planting the corn. He -suc- 
ceeded might well as not a spear is 
now to be seen in the field except 
among the fences where it was safe 
from attack. 


HOW TO KILL QUACK 


In his war of extermination on the 


quack, he first plowed the field, 20., 
acres in extent. A few days after- 
wards, in a hot sun. he spring toothed 
the. field to loosen the quack and to 
rake it to the surface where the sun 
could do its work. When the remain- 
ing quack had a chance to start grow- 
ing again, he repeated the perform- 
ance. The last time over, as no live 
quack was seen, Joe considered the 
field fit to be planted with corn. 


Eeca-use he was so late with the 


planting and he wished to give the 
corn a chance to make up for 
time lost in destroying the quack. Jce 
conceived the idea of using a com- 
mercial fertilizer, 
branded 
1—4—S 


when he planted the corn.' The fer- 
tilizer cost 52.50 for the amount used 
to the acre. He t^as careful to get 
the kind of fertilized recommended 
by the manufacturers for sandy soil, 
'in one part of the field, to test 
the fertilizer and to discover the exact 
effect it might have on the growing 
corn, Joe fertilized two rows and the 
next two rows he did not fertilize. He 
used ten rows, the length of the field 
for the test, fertilizing two and skip- 
ping two.. The corn in the rows fertil- 
ized is now 5 feet high and in the 
row 5 not fertilized exactly half that 
height. 
- , 
Before Joe gets through with his 


corn, he wjll know the exact effect 
that commercial fertilizer will have on 
his corn. It looks now as if it would 
double his yield. 
WAS LOSIXG MONEY 


Tho reason Joe began to experiment

CARE NEEDED IX CUTTING OUT 


Never attempt to cut out on a 


If you have not a "cut- 


the kitchen table.
